After this Burr de¬ 
manded a release from the court, but it 
was refused him. He now disguised 
himself in a boatman’s dress and started 
across the Mississippi river, and was lost 
from view in the midst of a dense forest, 
A young lawyer by the name of Perkins 
detected him, however, in tho village of 
Wakefield on the Tombigby river, in 


Nearly three weeks after Aaron Burr 
reached the city of New York, he re¬ 
sumed the practice of law. At the end 
of his first twelve business davs he had 
earned $2,000. Soon after 'he com¬ 
menced business in New York city his 
creditors came to him and desired him to 
pay them what he owed; but, as he 
could not make enough money to dis¬ 
charge all his debts, he resolved, “from 
the beginning, not to attempt to pay un¬ 
til lie could pay justly—until he saw a 
prospect of paying a portion to all.” 
His large debts he never paid. For three 
or four years lie came near being placed 
in prison. As he grew older he gave 
scarcely any attention to his debts; but 
when ho did earn any money he dis¬ 
tributed that among the needy. 

About six weeks after his return to 
New York ho received word from his 
daughter, Theodosia, that his grandson, 
Aaron Burr Alston, was dead. He died 
at the age of eleven. Soon after his 
death his daughter’s health began to fail. 
Hoping to gain strength, she sailed north 
for New York in a schooner by the name 
of Patriot. The ship was never after 
heard of. It was supposed that the vessel 
went down to the bottom of the ocean 
off Cape Hatteras.

Newspaper Decisions. 

1. Any person wlio takes a paper regularly 
from the Post Office— whether directed in his 
name or another, or whether he has subscribed or 
not—is responsible for the pay. 

2. If a person orders his paper discontinued, 
he must pay all arrearages, or the publisher may 
continue to send it until payment is made, and 
collect the whole amount, whether th§ paper is 
taken from the office or not. 

3. The courts have decided that refusing to 
take newspapers from the Post Office, or remov¬ 
ing and leaving them uncalled for, is prima facie 
evidence of intentional fraud. 


News of tie ’Week. 


Beane, the conductor of the coal train 
on the Chicago and Alton railroad, whose 
carelessness caused the accident at Le- 
mont, in which so many lives were lost, 
has been arrested. 

A committee of the citizens of New- 
burg, have undertaken the necessary 
repairs on Washington’s headquarters, 
in that city. The expense is to be de¬ 
frayed by private subscription. The 
War Department promises co-operation 
and Secretary Belnap has promised thirty 
cannon for ornamenting the grounds. 

An examination of the books of the 
Brooklyn Trust Company and of the 
treasurer’s office of the city of Brooklyn, 
reveals the fact that Assistant Treasurer 
Rodman is a defaulter to the city to the 
amount of $203,000 of this amount $55, 
_000 has been replaced by Treasvwe*- 
Sprague, and his bondsmen are making 
up the balance. Treasurer Sprague has 
mado an assignment to the city of all of his 
property, even his household furniture. 
It is alleged great frauds have been per¬ 
petrated by the ring, and restitution is 
made for the purpose of covering them. 

During the past three months, French 
railroads have sold 360,000 tickets to 
pilgrims. 

Considerable excitement has been oc¬ 
casioned at Vienna by the refusal of an 
English firm to accept the medal of merit 
awarded by the judges. 

The late storm on the coatst of Nova 
Scotia was the most destructive ever- 
known in that vicinity. Houses were 
blown down, fences prostrated, fruit trees 
and crops destroyed. The wharfes were 
damaged to the amount of $100,000, and 
one hundred vessels of all descriptions 
were driven ashore. The amount of 
damage done to crops, etc., can not be 
estimated. 

A Republican State Convention will 
beheld in the city of Utica, on Wednes¬ 
day, the 24th day of September next. 

Advices from Dover, New Hampshire, 
state that the Hon. John P. Hale is 
sinking rapidly. 

Admiral Yelverton, in command of 
the British squadron at Cai-tagena, has 
notified the insurgents of his intention 
to move the Vittoria and Almanza to 
Gibraltar. The insurgents have decided 
to fire on the British fleet if the ships are 
moved. 

The London Times of Friday morning, 
in a leading article, says that England 
has lost the iron trade of the United 
States, and that the United States is 
competing successfully for the iron trade 
Canada, South America and the West 
Indies. The Times says much of the 
blame for this loss should fall on strikes 
and trades’ unions. 

The State committee appointed by the 


in June last, has been permanently or¬ 
ganized by appointing Rev Samuel Mc¬ 
Kean, of Albany, chairman, and H. 
Bronson, of Amsterdam, secretary. A 
State convention, to be composed of five 
delegates from each Assembly district, 
will be held in.October. 

The United States Treasurer has di¬ 
rected the Assistant Treasurer at New 
York to sell $6,000,000 of gold and 
purchase $500,000 in bonds during the 
month of September. 

It is stated that all members of the 
new House of Representatives, who have 
drawn pay, have, with one exception, 
drawn pay at the increased rate. The 
exceptional member drew pay at the old 
rate. 

On Saturday a bold attempt was made 
to swindle a broker in Wall street, by 
the means of forged New York Central 
seven per cent, bonds of 1876. Since 
the attempt, attention has been called to 
this class of securities. It is reported 
that a bank in Wall street has $500,000. 
Forged bonds of this description to the, 
amount of $9 2,000 have been discovered in 
thehandsof different individuals. Theper- 
son who attempted the swindle gave his 
name as Williamson, and is said to be an 
alias of H. H. Williams. It is thought 
by detectives that a largo number of 
these forged bonds have been negotiated. 
Great excitement prevails in Wall street, 
and a general examination of securities 
will be made immediately. 

Officers of the Indian Bureau, who 
hare recently returned from the Indian 
country, are of the opinion that a power¬ 
ful effort will be made next winter to 
open the Indian Territory to the railroads. 
The recent conflicts in the Indian country 
have not served to convince the railroads 
of the disfavor with which a considerable 
number of the tribes regard the proposi¬ 
tion. If the present treaties were abro¬ 
gated, 23,000,000 acres of some of the 
finest lands on the continent would be 
opened to the railroads. 

A telegram from the United States 
attorney at Louisville, Ky., says the 
report of the Ku-Klux outrages in Ken¬ 
tucky has been forwarded, and that what 
has been published is true ; that they are 
even worse than reported. 

On Friday Gen. Cainbos summoned 
the Carthagena insurgents to surrender. 
They answeired by hoisting the black flag 
on their works. 

The public debt has been decreased 
$6,752,820.29 during the past month. 

The Indian Bureau, although it has 
diligently inquired, has received no in¬ 
formation relative to the reported Fort 
Sill massacre. So far there is not even 
a probability to strenthen the rumor. 

A government official in high position, 
whose long experience as a banker and 
merchant enables him to speak with some 
degree of cei-tainty, said lately, in regard 
to the frequency of fines originating in 
business portions of cities, that such dis¬ 
asters had invariably preceded everv 
financial revulsion for the last thirty 
years. The only explanation given was 
that business firms embarrassed find that 
incendiarism is the easiest way of conceal¬ 
ing their financial complications, while 
it gave them the amount of insurance for 
ready business. 

The quarterly payment of pensions in 
which about eight millions of dollars will 
be disbursed, begins to-day at the various 
agencies throughout the country. Sur¬ 
geons will begin the physical examina¬ 
tion of all pensioners, which law requires 
-once every two years. Over 1,600 sur¬ 


geons will be engaged in this work, and 
to them Commissioner Baker has issued 
a circular of special and minute instruc¬ 
tions. It is intended to have the exami¬ 
nations more complete and discrimina¬ 
ting than any which have yet been made. 

The committee appointed to investigate 
the Wawasset disaster have made public 
their report. They have revoked the 
license of Nash, engineer ; they blamed 
the Company for employing unlicensed 
officers and for carrying more passengers 
than allowed by law. The report calls 
on the proper officers to proceed against 
tho Steamboat Company with a view of 
imposing the' penalties allowed by law.

Since the Baptist church was erected 
at Colosse in 1824, it has been repaired 
some half a dozen times. The present 
repairs are mostly confined to the inside. 
The inside of the house is taken out, and 
a middle floor is placed nearly midway 
between the lower floor and the upper 
ceiling. The height between joints of 
the lower story is about eight feet, the 
upper story twelve feet. On the upper 
floor is the audience room. There are 
two pairs of wide stairs leading thereto. 
Between the stairs is the place for the 
singers on a elevated platform. The 
pulpit is in the back port of the 
house. On the lower floor are three 
rooms, one for festivals, donations, etc., 
one for church meetings, and one small 
room that can be used for a cook room 
if necessary. All three of the rooms 
can be used at the same time. There 
are vestibules on both floors. The north 
roof of the church is shingled anew. 
This is the first time it has been shingled 
since it was erected in 1824. We are 
informed that many of the old shingles 
were good yet. The south roof was

§3. Tho Inspectors of election In each election dis¬ 
trict, after tho closing of tho polls of such election, shall 
count and canvass separately, the ballots deposited in 
each of the said boxes in the manner prescribed by law 
in referer.ee to other elections, and shall ascertain tho 
whole number of ballots upon each of the questions to 
bo submitted as aforesaid. The insjKJCtors, after having 
so counted said ballots shall set down in writing tho

§ 4. The votes so given shall bo canvassed by the i ev- 
veral boards of county canvassejs at the next meeting 
thereof after such election, and the aggregate results in 
tlie several counties shall ho canvassed and certified by 
the board of State canvassers. The existing laws in 
reference to u general election shall in nil respects, so 
far as applitiable, apply to and regulate the proceedings 
and duties of tho mud board of county and State can¬ 
vassers, and of tjve county clerks and secretary of State, 
from tlie statements iinule to the board ot State canvas¬ 
sers it shall determine whether a majority of the votes 
upon t.ho questions submitted to the electors of tho 
State, as herein provided, be in the affirmative or nega¬ 
tive. The said board shall make a certificate of such 
determination and shall deliver the came to tho Secreta¬ 
ry of State, who shall file the same in this office.

criticism, those who undertake to prove 
the institutions failures and their con¬ 
ductors cheats should be compelled to 
forfeit a proper penalty in all cases where 
such charges are shown to be not only 
unfounded but malicious.” 

In this connection it mqy not be out 
of place to remai 1c that .undoubtedly one 
of the roots of this fuss lies in the plan 
of the instruction of the blind and the 
deaf in the same Institution. Tlie Com¬ 
mittee found the bulk of the complaints 
coining from the blind, and in the course 
of the investigation they arrived at con¬ 
clusions of which they made the follow¬ 
ing remarks : 

“In the prosecution of their inquiries 
tho Committee have been led to question 
the wisdom of associating these two af¬ 
flicted classes, the deaf and dumb and tlie 
blind, under the administration and care 
of one and the same institution. Alike 
only in being objects of commiseration, 
and help, but unlike in the nature of the 
deprivation that commends them to pub¬ 
lic sympathy, unlike in temperament and 
physical conditiom, and altogether dis¬ 
similar in the method of instruction, lit¬ 
erary and mechanical, to pursued in their 
education, it is natural and perhaps ine¬ 
vitable that there should be with the 
more sensitive class something of the 
feeling of jealousy interfering with per¬ 
fect satisfaction and harmony. 

If the Committee are rightly informed 
there are but two other institutions in 
our country in which the two classes are 
brought into this closeness of contact 
and of fellowship. Were tho question a 
new one to-day in this commonwealth, 
how shall the training of these two class¬ 
es be provided for 1 the Committee could 
not recommend that they should be 
grouped in the same asylum. But con¬ 
sidering the comparatively small num¬ 
bers on the coast so afflicted, considering 
the outlay already made by the State for 
their accommodation together, and the 
admirable arrangement and tlie structure 
of the building provided for the double 
purpose, and considering the success 
which has attended the administration 
and conduct of the California institution, 
the Committee are not prepared to re¬ 
commend any immediate change.” 

We have not ourselves given the 
question much study, but we have no 
hesitation in saying that it would bo a 
gain for the deaf and the blind to be 
separated entirely. 

We have gone thus far into detail be¬ 
cause we like to see justice done. We 
are unwilling that any Principal should 
rest under a cloud, however slight, and 
we wish to remove any doubts in the 
minds of our readers respecting the wor¬ 
thiness of such a noble and faithful in¬ 
structor of the deaf as Warring Wil¬ 
kinson.

simultaneous roars. Colonel Morton 
gave a prodigious bound upward, and 
dropped to the earth a corpse. Deaf 
Smith stood erectand immediately began 
to re-load his rifle, and then, having fin¬ 
ished his brief task, he hastened away 
into the adjacent forest. 

Three days afterwards General Hous¬ 
ton, accompanied by Deaf Smith and ten 
more men, appeared in Austin and with¬ 
out further opposition removed the State 
papers. 

The history of the hero of tlie fore¬ 
going anecdote was one of the most ex¬ 
traordinary ever known in the West. 
He made his advent in Texas at an early 
period, and continued to reside there un¬ 
til his death, which happened some 25 
years ago; but although he had many 
warm personal friends, no one could ever 
ascertain either the land of his birth, or 
a single gleam of his previous biography. 
When he was questioned on the subject, 
he laid his finger on his lip; aud if 
pressed more urgently, his brow wrinkled, 
and his dark eye seemed to shoot sparks 
of livid fire ! He could write with aston¬ 
ishing correctness and facility, consider¬ 
ing his situation; and although denied 
the exquisite pleasure and priceless ad¬ 
vantage of tlie sense of hearing, nature 
had given him ample compensation in 
an eye quick and far-seeing as an eagle’s, 
and a smell as keen and incredible as 
that of a raven. He could discover ob¬ 
jects moving miles away on the far-off 
prairie, when others could perceive 
nothing but earth and sky ; and the 
rangers used to declare that he could 
catch tho scent of a Mexican or Indian 
at as greyd a distance as a buzzard could 
distinguish the odor of a dead carcass, 
It was these qualities which fitted him 
so well for a spy, in which capacity he 
rendered invaluable services to Houston’s 
army during the War of Independence. 
He always went alone, and generally ob¬ 
tained the information desired. His 
habits in private life were equally singu¬ 
lar. He could never be persuaded to 
sleep under the roof of a house, or even 
to use a tent-cloth. Wrapped in his 
blanket, he loved to lie out in the open 
air, under the blue canopy of pure ether, 
and count tho stars, or gazewith ayearn- 
ing look at the melancholy moon. When 
not employed as a spy or guide, he sub¬ 
sisted by hunting, being often absent on 
solitary excursions for weeks and even 
months together in the wilderness. He 
was a genuine son of nature, a grown up 
child of the woods and prairie, which he 
worshiped with a sort of Pagan adoration. 

Excluded by his infirmities from cor¬ 
dial fellowship with his kind, he made 
the inanimate things of earth his friends, 
and entered by the heart’s own adoption 
into brotherhood with the luminaries of 
heaven. Wherever there was land or 
water, barren mountains or tangled 
brakes of wild waving cane, there was 
Deaf Smith’s home, and there he was

“The Special Committee appointed by 
Gov. Booth to investigate the condition 
and management of tho Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind Asylum, have submitted their re¬ 
port to the Governor, a copy of which 
will be found in tliis edition of the Bul¬ 
letin. The x’eport covers the whole case 
—all the charges which had ever been 
made and supported by so much aa the 
color of evidence. We have only room 
for a summary of the conclusions reached. 
The principal charges are not sustained. 
Some minor defects in the management 
are pointed out, but none which were 
serious enough to call for public investi¬ 
gation. The Committee distinctly state 
that but for unfriendly influences there 
would have been no call for investigation. 
The Committee express their conviction 
that the affairs of the institution are in 
the main well managed. The Principal 
is by this report fairly sustained. All 
the grave charges against his administra¬ 
tion drop out one by one, because after 
the most searching investigation they 
could find no basis of truth. Few per¬ 
sons who read the evidence carefully, ex¬ 
pected any other conclusions than such, 
substantially, as have been reached by 
the Committee.”

“Several months ago an attack upon 
the management of the Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind Asylum was commenced by the 
San Francisco Chronicle, and maintained 
with steady persistence. A number of 
charges were preferred against Warring 
Wilkinson, the Superintendent, and 
Charles Wilkinson, one of the teachera. 
These charges embraced ill treatment of 
the pupils,neglect of them,abuse of young 
girls, bad food, insufficient bed clothing, 
and various other grave matters. Two 
investigations of the conduct of the Asy¬ 
lum were had, and in both cases the re¬ 
ports were vindicatory of the accused. 
But the Chomicle was not satisfied. Jt 
had started out with the assertion that 
the Superintendent and his brother were 
unfit for the positions they held. It had 
tried and convicted them over and over 
again in the absence of testimony. It 
had treated them a» henious offenders 
against morality, humanity, and public 
opinion. It had denounced them as bad 
men, and had slandered and calumniated 
them. It was actually necessary under 
the circumstances that it should make 
another effort to fasten at least some of 
the charges.. Probably after the result of 
the first examination it would have been 
considered unnecessary to hold a third
